Boyd to Bang ot Qo to Joliot fox 


Killing "Dick" Williams. 


The fate of George E. Boyd is now in 


Abe hands of the jury, to decide whether 
ha shall suffer the death penalty or serve 
a term of years in the Joliet prison tor 
the murder ot Aureh'us Williams. Judge 
Hughes submitted his instructions to 
the jury before the dinner hour, and at 
11:50 a, m. the twelve men retired to the 
jury room attended by Bailiff Carter. 
There is no news obntinable at this hoar 
[2:30 p. m.) as to how the jury stands, 
bnt if is generally conceded that Boyd 
will certainly receive a penitentiary sea 
;ence. 


THE DEFHN8E. 


About 20 Maroa people were put on 


.he stand yesterday afternoon by Attor- 
ney Lee to show that Boyd's character 
was good, and that ha woe always of a 
jeaceable nature; that he and Williams 
tad come down to Decatur from Maroa 
on November 17th to purchase supplies 
or a barber shop, and that the two men 
tad always been good friends, Drs. W. 
I. Chenoweth and J. D. Wheeler, who 
Irst attended Williams, as he lay mor- 
ally wounded in the Franklin street cal- 
aboose, testified as to the dangerous con- 
lition of the man at that time. 
Boyd, the defendant, pale and qaiet, 


rook the stand und told his version of the 
crape, which was substantially as here- 
iofore related in these columns. He and 
Villmms hod come to Deoatur together 
;o buy barber shop supplies, and fell in 
with Goolsby and Henderson; that the 
our got drunk at the saloons and had 
tarted for "the farm." Boyd hod ob- 
ected to going to the place, but he went 
with the crowd. The quarrel started bo- 
anse of bis objection to going to the 
lace. Boyd testified that he saw Gools- 
>y take a brickbat tied in a handkerchief 
ut of his pocket, and when he did so, he 
the defendant) took out his knife. He 
tated that he believed be cut Williams 
efore the party separated at the corner, 
nd not 107 feet away, and that the stab- 
ing was accidental. 
This forenoon Attorney Mills opened 
nd closed the case tor the people, nnd 
Ir. Lee spoke for his client.

QUICHOA INDIANS. 


Peculiarities of the IndoatrlotM ui<t to* 


telllgent Natives of Bolivia. 


The Quichoa Indians are the direct 


descendants of tho InCas of Pern, so 
well described in Prescott's history. 
They are a fine race of men, and it is a 
great pity that little or nothing is done 
for their education. On the contrary, 
they arc much abused, although of late 
years the Government of Bolivia has 
taken measures forbidding their mal- 
treatment. Before reaching that conn- 
ry I was told the only way in whic b 


get along with these Indians was to 


reat them like dogs. 
However, I 


reated them kindly and justly, and 
rom experience, I declare this to be the 
est mode to get along. They are a 
ood race, but without courage. 
This 


attribute to the state of servitude they 
ave been held under, and the uttei 
morance they are kept in, giving 
lorn no incentive to better their con- 
ition. 
From the first days of the 


onquests they wore treated like beasts 
fburdun. withal they are intelligent, 
nil once educated they will in time 
orm an important factor in the body 
lolitic of Bolivia, 
in Peru it was the 


iuichoas who stood by Ceaccros, and it 
s to them he owes his present position. 
Speaking their language and m ingling 
among them, ho won them to his cause, 
and truer friends can not be found. The 
inly priests who can manage them are 
Tranciscan monks. These also learn 
heir language and live among them. 
Chey arc almost worshiped by the 
Quichoas, 


The Inca language Is to-day the same 


as throe centuries ago. 
The people are 


,all, lithe, well-built, but rather slim, ol 
rery pleasing features, with rather a 
melancholy cast 
Their morals ara 


rood. One 
of 
tho 
laws 
of old, 


now 
indorsed by the clergy, is 


early 
marriage. 
They all 
profess 


the Catholic religion. 
In each village 


.here is a chapel, rude like their houses. 
Their priests are chosen from among 
;hemselves, and though few of them can 
either read or write, they celebrate 
mass, baptize, mavry and bury people. 
Still to this day the sun is looked upon 
as the promoter of power and good. 
Each village has its corregidor, who 
again has his alcaldes or assistants. The 
number of tho latter varies according 
to the si7,e of the population. 
They are 


very laborious. Evon when traveling, 
which is generally done on foot, they 
spin, men as well as women. They car- 
ry a bundle of wool from which thej 
spin tho threads with a spindle hanging 
from the left hand, which they keep in 
rotary motion while drawing out the 
wool with the righthand. Every avail- 
able piece of ground they cultivate, first 
fiencing it in with stones. They are most 
prosperous in the south of Bolivia. Mosl 
of thoir houses were built centuries ago. 
They are not nomads, though used to 
travel. While, like all ignorant races, 
the women are treated as inferiors, the 
Quichoas do not make slaves of theii 
Wives. On the contrary, I have twice 
heard Indian women giving their lords 
orthodox curtain lectures for being in-- 
toxifiated. 
This happens only when 


they go to town to soil their produce. 
As aV'ulo they are sober and frugal. 
They} are very kind to their children 
and -^household animals. The dress ol 
the riien consists of a cotton shirt, 
trouseVs reaching to the'knee and open 
half w»y up on the sides—this to turn 
them up easier when crossing streams 
—wooden or leather sandals, a woolen 
poncho, and a black straw hat orna- 
mented with bright-colored cloth ol 
woo).—Cor. San Francisco ChronioU.
